Hot only id there no legitimate criticism they can make, they know they can depend on 
the media not to embarrass therSji:. In part that is because in doing &hat the media 
would be criticising itself. To the best of my knowledge, there lias been hut a single 
sentence in a book-review edit or Sc column in the S.P. Chronicl e that mentioned my hook. 

I had hoped to get some public discussion going but as of today aside from no news- 
paper mention, only one t :1k show has aired me. In part this is from my health, perhaps, 
because I should not do any after 5 p.m.Years ago I used to do a number of Boston shows 
by phone. 

If it apxieals to you and would give you no problaiis, I wonder if needling your 
Globe could provoke it into saying something. As you may recall, of all the many versions 
of the Dav|:d £ui story the longest sent me was the Globe * s. I enclose a copy. Posner 
really plagiarized this ^ancl attributed it to computer enhancement. I wrote the book in 
such a rush I forgot to .kiliee that shr does not lock in the direction Posner and 
said. When she stops and looks it is not up at all and in a bit to the west. Thin is 
quite v±si|£Le in any videotape of tho Zapruder film, ho Posner not only plagiarized, and 

not only that, he cribbed a mistake! Computer enchancement indeed! Posner enhancement!
